The Marattas encouraged the Arabians, by offer- 
ing large fums of money, to charge our Seapoys, but, not- 
withitanding fo gréat.a fuperiority of numbers, the grena- 
dier Seapoys,* headed by Hartley and Rattray, repulfed 
them in repeated attacks from twelve at night to ten the 
next morning, when they were reinforced by 288 Europeans 
and 600. Seapoys from the line, and then joitted the atmy 
with the lofs of 14 men killed and wounded. The Marattas 
of courfe gained courage from the pufilanimity of our lead- 
ers, and attacked us molt vigoroufly on the 12th ; but, af- 
ter a long and obflinate engagement, were repulfed. The 
commanding officers then_gave it a5 their opinions, that a 
retreat to Bombay could not poflibly. be ¢ffeGled ; and a 
treaty was opened by the depnties with the Marattas, Rago- 
ba given up, and all our pefleMions to be ceded to the Ma- 
rattas ; but with this exprefs {tipulation on the part.of Car- 
nac and Egerton, that they had no autherity to give up 
thefe places, and that they did not expe the Council could 
ratify that part of the agreement.
